There is a hill introduced in Con- 
gress by the Hon. Walter P. Brown- 
low, of Tennessee, and the Hon. 
Jaoob H. Gallinger, member of the 
Senate from New Hampshire, ap- 
propriating $24,000,000 on the part 
of the National Government as Na- 
tional aid in building wagon roads. 
This money is to be apportioned 
among the States according to their 
population, except that no State 
shall receive less than $260,000. 

Each State receiving National 
aid from the Government must add 
a like amount to the sum received. 
Thig will, therefore, cause the 
spending of $48,000,000 for roads, 
and will build from 6,000 to 7,000 
miles of splendid road and will 
place in each State from 100 to 500 
miles of fine hard road, which will 
not be afiected by frost or spring 
rains and on which the farmer can 
haul the year round. It will be a 
great advantage to those living near 
it, but it will be a fur greater ad- 
vantage to the whole country be- 
cause it will be a wonderful object 
lesson and will prove to every one 
that a good, hard road, which oan 
be used the year round, no matter 
what the rains are, is a good and 
desirable thing; I* will make every

BRAVE AND TENDER RAN 
COLLIER DIES. 

Without regard to station in life, 
our whole city was saddened when 
the news reached here, on Satur- 
day night, that Gen. Daniel Ray 
Collier, V. S. Pension Agent for 
Kentucky, had died suddenly at 
the Pope Sanitarium, in Louisville, 
that afternoon, of angina pectoris. 

Gen. Collier was 64 years of age 
and possessed of an unusually 
sturdy and strong physique. He 
served with distinction in the Fed- 
eral Army, 3d Kentucky Volun- 
teers, under Col. Thos. E. Bram- 
lett, rising from a private to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. 

While as stern and staunch an ad- 
herent of what he deemed the right 
as any man that ever lived, at the 
same time he was as tender-hearted 
as a woman. 

Absolutely without personal fear, 
he had a supreme contempt ror the 
bully and the blackguard. As Arm 
as the rock of ages where prinoiple 
was involved, his clear and fair 
judgment enabled him to see both 
sides of every question that came 
up for settlement. 

The people of Kentuoky owe him 
a debt of gratitude (and especially 
the people of this oity), that, in 
large measure, he was enabled to 
keep the peace between the con- 
testing factions during the time 
dovernor Taylor occupied the exec- 
utive chair. 

Upon several occasions, to our 
certain knowledge, a conflict 
seemed inevitable, when his stern 
command called a halt, and the 
devoted love of his men, and their 
abiding confidence in his judgment, 
•Babied bi«l to hold them in check, 
when nothing else could have done 
so. 

Bluff, hearty and genial, he made 
warm friends wherever he went, 
and even his political enemies be- 1 
came his steadfast personal friends. 

Something over a year ago, the 
wife of his youth died suddenly of 
heart failure, and the sturdy sol- 
dier, who had never quailed Ix-fore 
the face of an enemy, received a 
mortal blow. While prosecuting 
his daily duties with his usual care, 
he seemed to have lost the bouyant 
and bubbling humor that had char- 
acterised him. 

He was conscious that he had 
serious heart trouble, and had 
placed himself under the care of 
the physician in ohargeof the Pope 
Sanitarium, going there every af- 
ternoon for treatment. 

At his usual time, on Saturday 
afternoon, he went there, asked to 
be allowed to lie down upon a 
oouch, complaining of nausea. He 
asked for a glass of water. The 
nurse left the room for a shoit 
while. Upon returning, she found 
the General cold in death. 

(ien. Collier had been a member 
of the Christian Church at Lan- 
caster for several years. 

A few days before his death he 
remarked to his dearest friend, 
Gov. W. (). Bradley, that he felt as 
though his end was near, us all his 
family had died suddenly from 
heart failure. To the Governor's 
protest. Ii.a laughingly replied that 
it was all right, and that he must 
not be alarmed.

A World's Fair Exhibit Wher 
Everything Kdible in Shown 
and Process of Manu- 
facture Revealed. 



The intelligent grocer who takes 
an active interest in his business 
will learn something to his profit 
by making a study of the exhibits 
and methods designed for his ben- 
efit at the World s Fair in St. Lt 
in 1904. 

In the great Palace of Agriculture 
will be displayed everything edible. 
Not only will the finished product 
be shown, but so fai as practicable 
the process of manufacture will be 
revealed by model factories in full 
operation inside the great structure. 
Thus the grocer may, by actual 
demonstration, learn all about the 
making of the goods he sells. 

Agriculture Palace covers nine- 
teen acres. It is the largest exposi- 
tion building ever erected to eon 
tain a single department. It Is 1,600 
feet long and 600 feet wide. It 
Stands on a hill overlooking the en- 
tire exposition, surrounded by mag- 
uiflcent gardens, and is the center 
of many of the World's Fair's famed 



The manufacturer of one of the 
Well known breakfast foods has ob- 
tained space within the Palace of 
Agriculture for the installation of a 
complete plant. The grain from 
which the food is made is taken 
it comes from the elevators, a 
before the eyes of the visitor 
carried through all of the processes 
and is packed in cartons and dis- 
played on shelves and in piles in a 
model grocery within the palace 
walls in such a manner as to be the 
more certain to attract the atten- 
tion and arouse the interest of the 
prospective buyers. The breakfast 
food manufacturer does not stop 
with this, but has young lady 
demonstrators who prepare the food 



in many dainty forms and serre it 
appetisingly free to visitors. 
Chocolate in its various forms is 

>nother commodity sold by the gro- 
er every day. A ehooolate manu- 
facturer has been granted space to 
install a complete factory. Here 
the chocolate beans, grown in South 
Ametica, are baked like coffee, 
ground and the mixed chocolate 
made Into toothsome cakes. Pure 
chocolate is comparatively a rarity. 

ow root and starch are the most 
common adulterants. From the 
hulls of the chocolate beans the 
cocoas are made. The machinery 
used in the preparation of chocolate 
is massive and heavy. The beans 
are ground through several mills 
before they are thoroughly pulver- 
ized. 

A model bakery will also form a 
feature of the food exhibit. Power 
moving the complex machinery 
will be supplied by electricity, and 
the heat required for baking will 
be supplied by the same agency. 
Biscuits, cakes, crackers and 
bread, will be mixed, kneaded, and 
rolled, and baked in full view of 
the visitor. 

A model dairy will be in opera- 
tion. Butter will be made, and in 
this connection the best methods 
of keeping and handling it will be 
shown. Refrigerators adapted to 
the purpose, and how to maintain 
the proper temperature at a mini- 
mum cost, form valuable features 
of the display. 

Several confectionery firms have 
made arrangements to install plants 
of the manufacture of all kinds of 
candies and sweet meats. 

Sugar will be treated in the most 
comprehensive manner. The sugar 
cane from the south and the sugar 
beet, will be taken as they come 
from the fields, and the visitor may 
follow them through the various 
processes and see the pure white 
sugar as it comes from the re- 
fineries. He may also see the vari- 
ous grades of molasses a 
sugars produced. 

Scores of busy factories will be in 
full operation In the Palace of Ag- 
riculture and light will be shed at 
every step on how the thousands of 
food products that are daily sold 
and consumed are made. 

Here also will be displayed the 
flnlshod produots. Wines, beers, 
liquors, and distilled spirits will 
form a part of the exhibit in this 
section of the Agriculture Palaoe. 
To show the processes is scarcely 
practicable here, and the displays 
will be mainly in bottles, casks 
and packages. The exhibitors in 
seeking to make their displays 
pleasing to the eye will so arrange 
their wares that the visiting grocer 
may gain new and valuable ideas 
about winiiow and shelf decoration.
